Handsome Rick Hammond and 
the vivacious June Cowan were named 
Mr. and Ms Cowboy/Cowgirl 1975- 
1976 midst a stomping, whistling, 
chanting and cheering crowd at Mister 
Marcus’ Cowboy Pageant held at SIR 
Center last Saturday night, June 21st. 

Rick, sponsored by Sir Speedy 
Printing, was jubilant at the announce¬ 
ment of his vicotry in a contest that 
stirred contestants, supporters and 
spectators alike into a frenzy of 
accusations, charges and counter¬ 
charges of fake, fix and cheat directed 
towards the judges and finalists alike. 
The affair was staged ostensibly with the 
spirt of fun, camp, friendly competition 
and euphoria which was very much in 
evidence with Mark Calhoun and Mavis 
as the MC’s, the vibrant music of 
BRAND X and entertainment by Tillie 
Tumbleweed and the Vaporettes. The 
SIR Center was jam packed with 
revelers and curious fun-seekers until 
almost the very end when the entire 
evening was reduced to a vulgar display 
of extreme chauvinism and poor sports¬ 
manship. Irate contestants and sponsors 
were seen leaving the area in heated 
fury as they condemned the vote 
counting, the decisions of the judges 
and the judging system. The entire vote 
sheets are published elsewhere in this 
issue. The judges from out-of-town 
were: Leo Gaul, Groovey Guy of 
Portland, Norman Sansom, President 
of the Thebans M/C of Miami, Cal 
Coburn of Los Angeles, Saul Sufron 
of Data Boy, Los Angeles, Ron Scar¬ 
borough of Lancers Bar in Oakland, 
Joe Palanti and Ron Nolan, Knights of 
Malta, Reno, and Denny Beller, 
President of the Monterey Dons M/C. 

Conversations with the judges after 
the event revealed that they gave points 
to the contestants they thought most 
perfectly embodied all the character¬ 
istics mandatory of the image of what a 
cowboy should be. All contestants knew 
when they entered the contest that it 
was to consist of 2/3 voting by ticket 
stubs, and 1/3 judges from out-of- 
town. This system generated ticket sales

for the stubs, but the remaining 1/3 
voting by the judges preculdes anyone 
“buying” the title outright. It was 
announced by Mr. Marcus afterward 
that the voting system would be 
changed for next year’s contest to 
popular vote only with a voting period 
on the day of the contest similar to the 




Emperor & Empress elections, and 
supervised by responsible persons. 

The first runner-ups: Donn Hoyt of 
FeBe’s, and Deno Thomas sponsored 
by the Mint. Second runner-ups were 
Bill Dean, sponsored by Bob Damron’s 
Address Book and Carol Lea, spon-

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sored by ‘N Touch and the Round Up. 

The entire campaign ran for some 
six weeks with festive parties, bar 
promotion gimmicks, and fund-raising 
events for campaigns. Hundreds of 
dollars were expended for advertising 
and gimmicks, gifts and other activities 
to persuade voters to support can¬ 
didates. The walls of bars all over town 
were covered with posters and littered 
with banners, buttons, flyers and live 
appearances. The winner, Rick, threw a 
benefit chuckwagon dinner and raffle 
for the ailing out-going Bill Tolan, Mr. 
Cowboy 1974-75 who was hospitalized 
recently with a lung ailment and raised 
some $300-plus. Rick and June stated 
they would appear in the Gay Freedom 
Day parade this weekend and have 
planned numerous fund-raising and 
beneficial activities for the community at 
large. 

Politicking campaigners were in 
attendance at the pageant and incluided 
Sheriff candidate Bob Geary, Senator 
Milton Marks and Mrs. Marks and 
Harvey Milk, candidate for SF 
Supervisor. ft 


Pickets in 
Palo Alto 


More than thirty people confronted 
a group of prison administrators and 
parole officers and challenged their use 
of racist and sexist tactics to divide and 
supress prisoners in a demonstration in 
Palo Alto on Monday, June 9th. 

Outside Rickey’s Hyatt House, a 
spirited group picketed and chanted 
while inside the Calfiornia Probation, 
Parole and Correctional Assn, as¬ 
sembled to hear Gov. Brown address a 
luncheon meeting during their annual 
convention. 

Brown spoke in vague, ambiguous 
terms about more equal and more 
effective punishment of criminals while 
demonstrators outside shouted slogans 
in support of demands which prisoners 
have been making. The demonstration 
was sponsored by Join Hands, a gay 
prisoners support group, and the crowd 
was made up predominently of gay 
■ -The following is printed as a Public Service- - 


women and men, but their demands 
attacked the prison system as a whole in 
defense of all prisoners. 

Their demands called for an end to 
the indeterminate sentence and the 
parole system, abolition of the Adult 
Authority and the Women’s Board of 
Terms and Paroles, freedom for all 
political prisoners and an end to 
punishment for consenting sex in 
prisons. 

After an hour of picketing, the 
demonstrators assembled to hear Mark 
Merim of the San Quentin Six Defense 
Committee speak on the history of the 
Six and their current situation. Louise 
Merrill then spoke on Inez Garcia and 
how her case revealed the sexist nature 
of the American justice system. Steve 
Oshroff from Join Hands followed by 
denouncing the injustices of the indeter¬ 
minate sentence and the parole system 
and emphasized how authorities use 
them to increase their power geneally 
over prisoners and to discriminate 
especially against political, black, brown 
and gay prisoners.

Michael Kraus, also from Join 
Hands, concluded with a tribute to 
Popeye Jackson of the United Prisoners 
Union, a local leader in the struggle for 
justice for prisoners who was assass¬ 
inated earlier last week. 

While most of the workshops of the 
conference itself focused on controlling 
prison populations, a number centered 
on how to deal with the “problems” of 
women in prisons and the “problems” 
of racial conflict. In answer to this, the 
demonstrators explained that prisons 
refelct the classist, racist and sexist 
nature of American society as a whole, 
but stressed that California prison 
authorities, from Procunier down to the 
guards, play on these divisions and 
inflame them precisely to keep prisoners 
disunited. They spoke of racism and 
sexism as the indispensible and primary 
tools used to maintain control of prison 
populations, to keep prisoners didvided 
and defeated. 

As proof of how important it is to 
the guards to maintain their oppressive 
power over the sexual aspects of 
prisoners’ lives, they emphasized the 
recent successful efforts of the guards to 
amend Willie Brown’s bill AB489 to 
exclude prisoners, specifically making 
illegal homosexual acts which the bill 
decriminalized in society at large.

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Gay Freedom Day 
Fair 

The Gay Freedom Day Committee 
has been working diligently to make 
this year’s parade and fair qualitatively 
better than those of the past. Par¬ 
ticipation in the parade and fair is 
expanding this year past the gay male 
community. We anticipate a strong 
participation from the women’s com¬ 
munities as well as from non-gay 
supporters who acknowledge that the 
struggles of gays are not issues of 
morality, but issues of human and civil 
rights. 

The site of this year’s fair will be 
Marx Meadow in Golden Gate Park, 
between Kennedy Drive (near Old 
Speedway Meadow) and 25th Ave., at 
the north central section of the park. 
The date chosen for this year’s parade 
and fair is Sunday, June 29th. Parade 
participants will leave the Civic Center 
where the parade will end and arrive in 
Marx Meadow to continue the cele¬ 
bration of gay pride and unity. The 
program, which will begin at approx¬ 
imately 2:30 and end at 7:00, will 
include folksingers, musicians, a 


woman’s rock band, street theatre, 
speakers from the lesbian and gay male 
communities, gay artists and infor¬ 
mational booths of gay and gay related 
organizations and groups. 

The purpose of the fair is two-fold. 
First, the fair creates the opportunity for 
all gay people of San Francisco and the 
Bay Area to come together in the spirit 
of celebration by sharing our culture and 
ourselves. Secondly, it offers the 
chance for an informational exchange 
by groups and pilitical organizations 
which are of interest to gay people in 
their continuing struggle against gay 
oppression. If you are an organization 
or interest group we hope you will plan 
on having a booth of table at the fair as 
well as printed leaflets or handouts 
describing your group and its function. 
We are confident that participants in the 
fair will participate in a non-sectarian 
manner, focusing on the theme of gay 
solidarity and unity. The only re¬ 
strictions to fair participants will be the 
fact that no stakes can be driven into the 
park grounds and that electricity will not 
be available for booths. And sales of 
literature must be restricted to a 
“donation” basis only. 

The energy that has been gen¬ 
erated from the Gay Freedom Day 
Committe has assured us that this year’s

Coors Sales In 
Calif. Down Again 

Director Allan Baird and Field 
Director Andris Cirkelis announced that 
Coors beer sales in California dropped 
for the third month in a row. According 
to Director Baird, the U.S. Brewers 
Assoc, released the following statistical 
report on June 10: Coors beer sales in 
California for the month of April, 1975 
declined -9,7%; Coors March, 1975 
sales declined -8.6%; Coors February, 
1975 sales declined -31.7%. These 
1975 figures are in relationship to 1974 
beer sales in California. Baird noted that 
this marks an approximate loss of 
233,503 barrles of beer, which would 
amount to approximately 3,269,042 
cases of beer. Baird said he would 
estimate the total amount loss in dollars 
to the Adolph Coors Brewery at 
$13,076,000 for this three month 
period. Field Director Cirkelis stated 
that the obvious success of the Coors 
Beer Boycott is an expression of 
awareness and concern for the solution 
to economic and political problems in 
the United States. Cirkelis also stated 
there is an increasing segment in the 
consuming public that has become 
aware of Coors economic abuse and the 
potential of its threat to civil liberties as 
exposed by Stephan Isaacs, Washing¬ 
ton Post Staff Writer, in a series of 
articles exposing Coors Beer and 
political activities in the U.S. Director 
Baird and Field Director Cirkelis said the 
Coors Beer Boycott would now move 
into the second stage. These plans were 
not revealed at the press conference.

Gay Service 
_ Project _ 

The San Francisco Department of 
Public Health has recognized that the 
homophile community is not being 
reached by many of the traditional 
appraoches to health care. In an effort 
to deliver more relevant services to this 
community, San Francisco City Clinic, 
the Veneral Disease Control for San 
Francisco, has implemented a peer 


information program titled “Gay Service 
Project. ” Five persons, who have been 
active in the gay community, have been 
hired as VD information aides. The 
health department has provided ex¬ 
tensive training in the basics of veneral 
disease, enabling the aides to offer their 
services as speakers or resource persons 
to community organizations. 

The information aides’ first project 
is a survey to determine attitudes and 
knowledge levels about VD in the gay 
community. Results of this survey will 


help determine the direction of com¬ 
munity outreach programs. 

An in-clinic information and re¬ 
ferral service is also being set up to 
answer questions and give appropriate 
referrals for problems the City Clinic 
doesn’t handle. The Gay Service 
Project telephone number is 495-6463.

SOME FOLKS NEVER LEARN 

Eighteen persons, half from north¬ 
ern California and half from southern 
California, have filed a petition with the 
Fair Political Practices Commission of 
California, to oppose the referendum to 
repeal the Brown Bill, AB 489. 

The group calling themselves the 
Gay Voters League of California, (A 
Coalition of Concerned Voters) have a 
steering committee of 18 members, and 
they have selected temporary officers 
until the statewide meeting is held. 

From southern California, well- 
known activist and associate of Morris 
Kight, Howard A. Fox, is the temporary 
co-chairperson with the northern Cal¬ 
ifornia representative, the Rev. Ray. 
Broshears. 

Temporary treasurer will be at¬ 
torney Lloyd Taylor, and deputy chair¬ 
person is Richard E. Beckwith of Los 
Angeles. 

Names familar to northern Cal¬ 
ifornians who are members of the 
steering committee are: noted attorney 
B.J. Beckwith of San Francisco; Perry 
A. George of Alameda; Harvey Milk of 


the Castro District of the city; Michael 
Caringi, noted figure in the local gay 
scene; Bob Damron, nationally known 
personality and owner of several gay 
businesses; Don Jackson, longtime 
activist and writer; Lisa Raleigh, 
businesswoman; and several southern 
Californians. 

The group’s statement is: ‘We, the 
below named persons, registered voters 
in the State of California, are opposed 
to any proposed referendum which 
would restrict the sexual freedoms of 
consenting persons in private. 

We have formed a statewide 
coalition of concerned voters, and shall 
be known as the GAY VOTERS 
LEAGUE OF CALIFORNIA [A 
Coalition of Concerned Voters ]. 

We support Assembly Bill 489. and 
are preparing to oppose any and all 
efforts to repeal it. 

We are prepared to raise any 
amount of funds necessary, allowed by 
law, to defeat any such referendum to 
repeal Assembly Bill 489. 

We are individuals, speaking as a 
coalition of concerned voters, working 
with all persons who are concerned with 
all persons who are concerned with 
individual freedoms, to repulse any 
efforts to deny sexual freedoms as 
provided by law. 


The below named persons do 
comprise the founding steering com¬ 
mittee of the Gay Voters League of 
California, a non-exclusionary associa¬ 
tion." 

The League has not as yet set any 
amount of money as a goal, and will 
wait until the petitions of the Concerned 
Christian Citizens have been duly filed, 
and then will set about to raise the 
amount of money that the Fair Political 
Practices Commission allows the 
League to so do. 

A director for the Gay Voters 
League of California’s campaign will be 
selected in the near future, and several 
candidates have been mentioned, 
including Sharon Cornielison of the 
Christopher Street West/Los Angeles 
Committee and Terry Lupton of that 
same body. The name of Jim Kepner is 
a likely name according to many, to be 
the final choice.

Much has been written, pro and con, 
concerning Assembly Bill 489 “Sexual 
Offenses,” however, I feel, one very 
important point of interest to many 
members of the “Community” appears 
to have been overlooked. A.B. 489 
does not change Section 647 (a) of the 
Penal Code. Section 647(a) reads 
“That a person is guilty of disorderly 
conduct, “Who solicits anyone to 
engage in or who engages in lewd or 
dissolute conduct in any place open to 
the public or exposed to public view.” In 
the criminal case People v. Mesa the 
defendant solicited a homosexual act 
with an undercover officer. The solici¬ 
tation took place in a public bar. The 
Appellate Court ruled that “section 
647, subdivision (a) of the Penal Code 
prohibits public solicitation of lewd or 
dissolute conduct regardless of where 


the solicitated acts are to be 
performed.” 

The sexual conduct legitimized by A.B. 
489 is subject to prosecution under 
section 647 (a) Penal Code where 
committed “in any public place or in any 
place open to the public or exposed to 
view.” The solicitation of these acts in 
such places also is prohibited by the 
same section. 

There are times when we should follows 
the advise of Shakespeare when he said 
“Give thy thoughts no tongue.”

David B. Goodstein didn’t tell the 
whole truth about the Advocate’s 
reliability. Recently, I have not been into 
things enough to know if the Advocate 
has been accurate; I do know that the 
“New” Advocate reports only selected 
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news -- news that bolsters Goodstein’s 
right-wing views. Anyone who doubts it 
need only to peruse the “New” 
Advocate to find out for himself. 

A count of the number of columns 
of news verifies that news coverage has 
been decreased by more than half since 
Goodstein took over. 

And the news is narrowed. Articles 
and columns critical of the estab¬ 
lishment have disappeared.

Law In Action 


LIGHTS AND TENANTS OUT 

If the tenant won’t move out - 
smoke ’em out! Turn off electricity, cut 
off the water and gas. 

In some cases, the law permits a 
limited amount of “self-help.” But the 
landlord may not discontinue or 
interrupt the utilities service to terminate 
occupancy. This limitation applies 
whether the utility service is under the 
direct control of the landlord or the 
tenant. 

A landlord is liable for the actual 
damages suffered by discontinuance of 
utilities, plus a $100 each day penalty 
for every day or part thereof that the 
tenat is without service. Furthermore 
the landlord many have to pay 
attorney’s fees to the tenant. 

When the landlords engage in self 


help, for example by changing locks on 
doors, or removing furniture to get the 
tenant out, there may be breaches of 
the peace. The forcible entry can lead to 
disturbances. 

To recover possession of the 
property, the landlord may file for 
unlawful detainer. It is a fast action. 
Notice must be given to the tenant, rent 
may be recovered, but the main point of 
the action is recovery of possessions. 
The kind of suit gets first choice of trial. 
A defense may be that the property is 
not “habitable”, or that there were code 
violations or defective conditions. The 


trial may be lengthy. Even if the 
landlord wins, there are further costs to 
have the sheriff or marshal actually 
move the tenant out.

For years politicians have taken the 
votes of gays and returned nothing. 
Now some - all too few - realize that to 
receive gay votes, they have to fight for 
gay rights. John Foran is a great 
example. He got a relatively small 
amount of the vote in his last primary 
race - but now he is working very hard 
for the gay community. For example, at 
last week’s battle with the Board of 
Education over the rights of gay 
teachers, Foran put his name 
right in the fight for our side. No 
mistaking his position. Absolutely 
nothing was heard from any of the rest 
of our so-called “friends. ” With the TV 
cameras rolling, recording everything 
on film, and the outcome of the vote 
uncertain, there was a definite lack of 
support from many of our “friends.” 
Oh, of course, we see them at gay 
events - we hear philosophies, etc. - but 
faced with the highly important local 
issue of hiring of gays as teachers of the 
youth of San Francisco, we heard 
nothing from those who court our vote. 

The same thing holds true, on a 
greater scale, in the economy. Standard 
Oil, IBM, Pacific Telephone gladly takes 
our money, but where do they stand on 
the employment of out-front gays? 
Then there is the subject of beer. There 
are many gay bars in our city - more 
than 50 - and the gay community 
consumes a lot of beer. Every bottle 
means money leaving the gay com¬ 
munity. What have the beer companies 
done to return some of that cash flow? 
Well, Acme is doing it. Not only 
donating beer for special events, but 
putting their name and reputation right 
there in gay ads. Other companies have 
begun hiring gay drivers. The beer- 
drivers union - local 888 - has taken 
stand after stand in fighting for gay 
rights. (That union is now looking for a 
woman driver). Their stand may have 
come only recently - but it has come, 
where other unions remain silent. Their 
stand might not be all we may want - but 
who’s stand can satisfy everyone? Their 
total communications may have not 
been perfect - but they are learning fast. 
The importance is that that union has 
stood up and joined our fight for total 
gay rights. 

Looking through the 40 pages of 


ads in the Gay Liberation Day program, 
one sees many ads from beer dis¬ 
tributors and major brands of beer. 
Company after company is finally 
coming to the realization that the gay 
community is starting to understand the 
power of its economic position. Gay 
economic power is growing. The gay 
community will benefit, not only from 
the return of money into our com¬ 
munity, but from the breaking of 
barriers. 

Now Coors beer is another story. 

Coors refuses to sign an affirmative 
action hiring program. Two months ago 
the Coors sales rep for San Francisco 
asked me what the problem was. I told 
him in front of gays and non-gays, that 
the day Coors begins to give to the gay 
communuty some of what they have 
taken from the gay community, things 
will change. I challenged him, more 
than two months ago, with this 
statement: “The day you hire several 
out-front gays as beer drivers, I will walk 
with you into a Tavern Guild meeting, 
and to bar after bar, and make that 
announcement.” Two months later, my 
challenge goes unanswered. I think 
Coors should be shown the strength of 
gay economic power, just as the 


politicians are being shown the strength 
of gay voting power. I feel that the gay 
community should stand firmly behind 
the current boycott of Coors until that 
company begins hiring gays and begins 
spending some of its profits in the gay 
community. 

Coors may have a great product. 
But a time comes when we must look 
behind who’s selling this product. I do 
not think that any Jew would buy the 
greatest of products if Hitler was the 
salesman. I do not think that any of us 
should buy one bottle of Coors beer. 
The time has come for the gay 
community to stand together in fighting 
on an issue. The time has come for the 
gay community to join with others in 
helping to end all discrimination. A 
victory here will not only lead to other 
victories, it will warn many corporations 
that they too, will have to change their 
thinking. 

As an aside, in case you are 
interested in knowing where some of 
the profits from Coors beer does go - 
well, a big chunk has just gone to 
Washington. Mr. Coors has given 
President Ford a huge amount of the 
money for that new swimming pool 
being constructed at the White House.

As a practical matter, AB 489 will 
have little impact on gay sex life in the 
State of California because the one 
single area that could be said to be close 
to home for gays, AB 489 does not 
reach. The San Francisco Crime 
Commission, in its 1971 report to the 
Mayor, listed statistics for only 3 arrests 
for sodomy, while in the same year, 
339 arrests for solicitation, and AB 489 
does not reach to solicitation - it simply 
means that if you can find a way to get 
him/her into the privacy of your 
(her/his) home without asking, then you 
are ‘legal’ from there on, assuming, of 
course, consent. That translates into 
another sort of legislative mumbo- 
jumbo on the order of decriminalizing 
possession of pot, but not the purchase, 
and how are you gonna get it 
otherwise? 


As a practical matter, AB 489 will 
foster few, if any changes in the sex life 
of the State of California. Removal of 
legal sanctions is in no way going to 
guarantee acceptance of gays by 
straight society. It does not guarantee 
that society will condone and go on a 
binge, and it is hard to envision a “Take 
a Homosexual to Lunch Week,” but it 
does mean that gays will no longer be 
able to be put away for being gay. 
Acceptance may never come, and if it 
does, it will have to be gained in other 
ways, but just being free from the legal 
sanctions against sex is nice to have, 











and AB 489 does do that, even if much 
against the wishes of some of the 
members of the California State Senate. 

As a practical matter, AB 489 had 
started far more adrenalin flowing in the 
opposition than among the supposed 
beneficaries. In the Senate, the attack 
on AB 489 was led, as usual, by the 
evangelistic legislators who can’t seem 
to differentiate between their personal 
beliefs and a legitimate governmental 
interest. Screaming Sodom and 
Gomorrah, they pounded their govern¬ 
mental pulpits, not only not separating 
church and state, as mandated by the 
First Amendment to the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution, but actually dragging their 
religious beliefs into the very arena from 
which they are ( supposedly ) Constitu¬ 
tionally barred, raising at the very least 
serious question that they may have 
committed an offense of failure to 
uphold their oath of office which 
includes protecting and upholding both 
the California Constitution and the U.S. 
Constitution with that First Amendment 
guarantee of freedom of religion — or 
freedom of non-religion as you prefer 
(in theory). In their fanatic zeal, they 
forget, ignore, or simply never know 
that this very country was founded by 
those forefathers who had been sim¬ 


ilarly enslaved to the prevailing religious 
dogma of the 1600’s. Persecuted and 
driven from England and the Nether¬ 
lands for defying the omni-potent 
religious practices of the time, we now 
have to suffer their descendants prac¬ 
ticing the same tyranny over those who 
don’t believe as they do. Just as 
commited to shackled salvation as were 
their forefathers’ enemies, they would 
just as quickly put to the stake any and 
all “heretics” who do not subscribe to 
their theories as would have their 
ancestors’ enemies in England; the very 
enemies that forced them from their 
homeland into the “New World.” 
Screaming Sodom and Gomorrah, 
pounding their pulpits, and holding 
their Bibles close to their hearts, they 
can offer no reports, no statistics, no 
validation for the government regulating 
the sex life of its citizens, and indeed, 
would not even attempt to cite the 
Wolfendon Report because the statistics 
there show just the opposite. So they 
avoid fact, and scream fiction and God 
in an effort to avert their loss of power 
over the government and the lives of 
the citizens. A loss that, with the 
changing trends in religious attitudes, 
and the loss in attendance in churches, 
they can ill afford to lose. 
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Close on the heels of our 
Sacramento Billy Grahams came, 
again, as usual, yet, still, those ill-read, 
ill-informed protectors of society who, 
as usual, ascribe the fall of past great 
civilizations to a permissive society, an 
interpretation that generally revolves 
around the issue of tolerated homo¬ 
sexuality. Even a perfunctory scan of 
any in-depth history of those great 
civilizations to which they point as 
examples would cast at the minimum a 
serious doubt on the intelligence of our 
elected officials, and at the same time 
provide at least moot, if not contrary, 
evidence to their claims. 

Greece, the very nation from 
which we claim so many of our 
freedoms and liberties, and to which we 
ascribe our very form of government, 
rose to power, glory and fame as a 
“permissive” society, and fell under a 
repressive, interfering government, not 
vice versa. Greece’s greatest glory was 
achieved under the leadership of a, if 
not confirmed certainly suspected, 
homo-sex-ual. A scan of Greek history 
would also show that much of the 
greatest of Greek culture was origin¬ 
ated, embodied or codified by homo- 
sex-uals, and that our very system of 
government might well have come from 
the minds of those homo-sex-uals in a 
“permissive” society. Greece also rose, 
flourished and died never having been 
‘saved’ by Christianity. 

And Rome, darling of the pulpit 
pounders, it will be noted, also rose to 
power and flourished as a “permissive” 
society, at the pinnacle of which it was 
ruled by the reportedly most despotic of 
caesars — Nero. Rose rose and 
flourished as a “permissive” society, 
only to fall under the burden of ex¬ 
cessive governmental interest in con¬ 
trolling its citizens lives and conduct. 
Rome rose and flourished as a 
“permissive” society and it fell as a 
Christian society-state. 

And England, our own mother 
country, began its growth to Empire in a 
“permissive” society and set the mold 
for its eventual demise with its religious 
impositions, driving from the country 
those who would not too long afterward 
wrench from it The Colonies, precursor 
to its eventual loss of the Empire. 

Yet still, here, in 1975, in the 
greatest and freeest country on earth, 
we have the religious trying desparately 
to maintain their control over society 
in their attempts to defeat a measure 
that would tear governmental control 
from their grasp by removing the secular 
from the religious, by granting some of 
us the very same freedoms to carry on 
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our liveds in our own manner as they 
claim for themselves. 

Nor is it to be assumed that AB 489 
was unanimously accepted or wanted 
by the gay community itself. AB 489 
had not traveled all that far without 
furror in the Assembly, the Senate and 
even the gay community. There were 
those closet cases who, amid many 
contemptuous and disparaging remarks 
about the bill, had joined forces with the 
god-vendors in an attempt to defeat AB 
489. And, on the morning of Thursday, 
May 1, 1975, they had almost 

succeeded with a 20-16 vote. 

And now, at 1:30 on a Thursday 
afternoon, May 1, 1975, we had a 
20-20 chance; a one-vote, one-shot 
chance to free those of us who don’t

tenets of others; a one-vote, one-shot 
chance to free governmental law from 
religious doctrine; a one-vote, one-shot 
chance to free a purely secular interest 
from the iron grasp of religious morals 
imposed upon us all under the guise of 
“law.” We had, in short, a one-vote, 
one-shot chance to be free to go to hell 
in our own handbasket rather than

Show Biz In Review

In Two Keys 


The current offering at the Geary 
Theatre, NOEL COWARD IN TWO 
KEYS, may not be a memorably great 
evening of theatre, but thanks to a trio 
of fine actors - Anne Baxter, Jessica 
Tandy and Hume Cronyn -- it’s 
certainly a rewarding evening well 
worth seeing. 

The opening play by the master of 
sophisticated wit is entitled Come into 
the Garden, Maud. It’s a frothy bubble 
of little importance, about a rich 
henpecked husband abroad who en¬ 
counters a woman who makes him 
realize how dreary his life is and 
persuades him to run away with her, 
leaving his social-climbing wife with her 
blue henna rinse and dinner parties.

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chuckles, as if Sir Noel dashed it off 
during coffee break. 

The second play, A Song at 
Twilight, provides the meat to the first 
act potatoes. Cronyn is in top form as 
Hugo Latymer, reknowned author and 
enfant terrible (Noel himself?), grandly 
granting his former mistress Carlotta 
permission to dine with him while his 
wife/secretary goes off to the films. 
Carlotta asks permission to reprint his 
love letters to her in her forthcoming 
autobiography, Hugo denies the re¬ 
quest, and Carlotta sweeps out at the 
end of Scene I by announcing she has 
other love letters - to his former male 
secretary, revealing Hugo’s homosexual 
tendencies. The play is alternately brittle 
and amusing as Hugo and Carlotta 
verbally fence, and sad as Hugo is made 
to finally, in his twilight years, face his 
life of dishonesty and self-denial. 

Anne Baxter plays Carlotta with a 
depth far beyond what the script allows; 
she is the embodiment of the aging 
actress who refuses to grow old 
gracefully, yet retaining her humor and 
honesty about herself, acknowledging 
her numerous facelifts, keeping her chin 
up at all times to prevent sagging neck 
muscles, lowering herself gently into 
chairs and always aware of being under 
a spotlight. In contrast to her vital, 
charming portrayal in the first act, it is a 
subtle performance that equalizes 
Cronyn’s crochety Hugo - two old 
warhorses who are a good match for 
each other. And Miss Tandy provides a 
strength as the wife of convenience that 
brings the hollow consolation of 
“clever” people into focus all too 
sharply. 

Joel Parks is attractive as the 
waiter, the connecting link between the 
two plays. Vivian Matalon has directed 
with sweeping theatricality, as benefits a 
Coward vehicle. But Two Keys is 
certainly less than firstrate Coward; it’s 
indeed fortunate to have three firstrate 
actors to give it substance. 

STAGE: THE HEARTBREAK OF 
PSORIASIS 

The best thing about The Heart¬ 
break of Psoriasis is that it’s not a 
communicable disease. You can avoid 
all contamination by staying away from 
the Kabuki Theatre, or you can pay 
your money and sit far back and take a 
chance the ill effects won’t reach you 
before the third act curtain. 

For the hale and adventurous, 
Psoriasis is an erstwhile musical comedy

about a family that lives according to the 
gospel of Madison Avenue television 
commercials. But like J.B., troubles 
begin to plague the family. Not only 
does Daddy have “ring around the 
collar,” Daughter has terminal acne, 
and Mother forced to suffer daily visits 
from the Avon Lady and Mrs. Olsen, 
but Daddy loses his job, Daughter gets 
raped in the A&P and Mother turns to a 
life of crime and prostitution to keep 
body and soul together after the 
furniture is repossessed. If this all 
sounds uproariously funny, I’ve mislead 
you. 

Underground star Divine plays 
Mother looking like an inflated Totie 
Fields. Divine, known for her decadent 
film career, goes against the image until 
the third act, and manages to invest the 
role with an appealing personality. 
Since that is all the script demands of 
her, she cannot be faulted on that score. 
That she cannot sing is of little 
importance either, since with the sound 
system it’s impossible to hear even the 
ones who can. Divine is simply there to 
play straightman for everybody else - 
it’s a dull role and comes across 
accordingly. 

David Baker Jr., and Candice 
Vadala fare a little better as Dad and 
Daughter, and Shelley Werk and 
Richard Alexander light up the stage in 
their all too brief appearances. The 
music by Eugene Babo is serviceable, 
the book (a cliche of a cliche), lyrics 
(pretentious) and direction (rush hour 
traffic cop) are by Sebastian, the 
excellent sets are by Martin Izquierdo 
and the choreography (providing the 
only lively moments of the evening) is 
by Jim Piersall. 

The show is nothing more than an 
over-elongated revue sketch wtih de¬ 
pressing overtones that doesn’t know 
when to quit. It’s not outrageous,

Four 
minutes into the credits, Jaws grabs you 
bolt upright out of your seat and keeps 
you there for two hours. Benchley’s not 
a bit farfetched plot about a 25’ killer 
shark terrorizing a New England 
coastal town during the 4th of July 
holiday rush is the most gripping, 
suspense-filled film to come along in 
years. Without the cheap plot con¬ 
trivances of the new wave “disaster” 
films, the screenplay by author 
Benchley and Carl Gottlieb is keenly 
intelligent, the performances exception¬ 
al and the direction by Stephen 
Spielberg spellbinding. For the record, 
Roy Scheider, Robert Shaw and 
Richard Dreyfuss are the stars; they all 
give admirably low key performances of 
conviction and authority, with a beauti¬ 
ful supporting turn by Lorraine Gary. 
But the real star is the special effects 
department - that shark has a distinct a 
personality as any of the humans. It’s

Meet Blaze Star

“Come on, daddy, you want to 
powder my left booby?! Just the left. I’m 
saving the right for that daddy in the 
second row.” She’s Blaze Starr, the 
highest paid stripper working today, 
and the tiny PALACE THEATRE on 
Turk Street is jammed to capacity at 1 
P.M. on a Monday afternoon to see the 
last of the legends. 

To say Blaze Starr is a stripper is 
really a misnomer. Oh, she takes it off — 
all off — but not to the strains of 
Sophisticated Lady. The music is 
incidental...so are the bumps and 
grinds. In flashy white satin with 
mirrors, tons of feathers and the 
obligatory flame red hair, Blaze talks her 
act. It’s all audience participation, which 
the patrons (complete to a baldheaded 
man in second row) thoroughly ap¬ 
preciate. She kids stripping with a fast 
slightly racy patter that immediately 
marks her as the most likeable stripper 
in the business. It’s Gypsy Rose Lee 
time at the Palace, which is not 
surprising - Gypsy was an early idol of 
Blaze Starr’s when she started in the 
business (“But Gypsy was already out of 
stripping when I started. Tempest Storm 
and Lily Christine, the Cat Girl, were 
the big headliners when I started.”) 

When the little girl from Appalachia 
country in West Virginia has done pretty 
well herself. And with an 8th Grade 
education, her autobiography Blaze 
sold over 100,000 copies in hard (you 
should forgive the expression) cover, 
and went into paperback on July 1st, 
the rights have been bought to make a 
movie of it, and Blaze hopes that Ann- 
Margaret or Valerie Perrine will play her 
in the film (“I can’t think of anyone else 
who could do it”). She’s now working 
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Blaze Starr and her twin 38DD’s. 


between shows with a scriptwriter and is 
just beginning to hit the strip circuit once 
again. “I’ve always known the value of 
publicity. When the movie comes out, 
they’ll all want to come see me.. .and I’ll 
be there.” Her book created a mild 
sensation when she revealed her love 
affairs with Gov. Long of Louisiana and 
the current Mayor of Philadelphia (“But 
he was only a traffic cop when I knew 
him!”). 

Blaze is celebrating her 25th year in 
exotica this year. Now 42, she named 
herself Blaze Starr when she was 
plunking guitar in a western band at 14 
years old. “I didn’t get paid, I was just 
sitting in with the band, but I thought 
‘It’s Show Biz!’ ” She plays five 
instruments and writes songs, four of 
which they plan to use in the film. 
“When love affairs fall apart, I write a 
song. And I write when they’re going 
well too. But then I always hid them 
away. I never planned for anyone to 
hear them.” Blaze then sings me a fast 
chorus about a girl who grew up to be a 
38DD cup, just her measurement. 

At 15, she was taken by a friend to 
the 2 O’Clock Club in Baltimore where 
it was immediately decided she should 
be a stripper. Six years ago, she bought 
the same club in Baltimore she started 
her career in and headlined a complete 
revue of eight girls. The club, and Blaze, 
did thriving business until three months 
ago when she sold the club to hit the 
road. “It really was the most elegant 
club on the East Coast. But I just got 
bored after six years.” And is it true she 
is the highest paid stripper in the 
business. Blaze smiles hesitatingly, 
almost as if she’s a little embarassed 
about the fact, and says, “Oh, yes. By 
about $2000 a week more. (At the 
Palace, she made $4000 for one week) 


But it’s really the old story. You know. 
When you’re independent and don’t 
need it, then you get it.” With book and 
movie rights, a nightclub sold and the 
top burlesque salary, Blaze Starr has 
done very well for that gal with little 
education. “I’ve been told if I’d had a 
college education, I would have been 
too dangerous to live.” 

Seven weeks ago, she finally after 
all these years went to full topless- 
bottomless nudity. Does it bother her? 
“No, because everyone else is doing 
it... Porno films were what killed 
burlesque. It was something new for 
male patrons. In the old days, we were 
all like one big family. Tempest Storm is 
a good friend still. We always had two 
comics on the bill wherever you 
worked. I miss the comics. And there 
are no new strippers coming along. Most 
of the girls now are really go-go dancers 
and not that interested in it. And it’s a 
shame because there are burlesque 
houses opening up all over the country 
and can’t find anyone to fill them.” 

Blaze is a friendly Aries, adored by 
her co-workers, and with her still 
pronounced West Virginia drawl, funny 
and honest as we talk. She’s a smart 
lady without being tough, and I believe 
her completely when she tells the 


customers, “Hove my work!” And if you 
want to hear a truly liberated lady, listen 
to Blaze Starr when she talks about men 
— “I tried marriage for 12 years until it 
got to be too much. Now, when I fall in 
love with someone, I move ’em in...and 
when they start hollaring at me, I move 
‘em out!!” 

Right on, Blaze Starr!

It’s amazingly easy to 
stop rolling on skates when I’m flat on 
my ass and the skates are off the 
pavement! I find even a nearly 
imperceptible slope speeds the rolling 
an awful lot, and I really prefer not to 
stop myself by grabbing stop-signs and 
power poles. 

I finally unpacked the last box and 
stowed the last book, and have even 
managed to hang pictures. By the time 
you get to the City, I won’t have to 
search for anything three hours. I 
cleaned out the storage drawers in the 
kitchen over the weekend, and lined 
them first with newspaper from the 
packing, and then regular shelf paper. 
The newspaper is a good insect 
deterrent. There are ant trails all around 
the foundations of the house, and I’m 
told they come inside in the winter, so I 
figured I’d get the jump on them. As 
soon as I find the entrance (s) to their 
hill(s), I’m going to put cayenne out, to 
keep them away from the building. A 
line of cayenne, three times as wide as 
an ant is long, will keep them away from 
just about anything, even on picnics. 

I‘ve decided that, since there is 
very little air movement around the 
place, I’m going to panel the bottom 


portion of the walls inside with cedar 
closet lining. That way, the air will 
always smell forest-y, and I eliminate 
the need to paint about half the walls. 
(Is painting my least favorite activity? or 
second least favorite? How did you 
guess?) 

I made the mistake of wearing my 
marshmallow pumps into the garden to 
do some weeding the other day, and 
got green stains all over them, which led 
to the discovery of a safe way to bleach 
them. I’ve always hated to use Clorox 
on tennies, because it rots the rubber 
parts. But I found a regular washing, 
and then a five-minute soaking in 
heavily salted water, followed by sun 
drying, got them as white as white, with 
no damage to the soles or insides at all. 
The stiffness came out when I re-rinsed 
and got out the salt. Sprinkling a layer 
of salt on them would speed the 
process up, because it will just brush off 
when the shoes are dry, and still bleach 
them as well. 

One of the fellows at the office has

visiting him from Sutro Forest. I looked

There is apparently a good 
chance that they will contract rabies if 
left to roam outside, due to their eating 
habits (they eat bugs, berries, bats, baby 
birds, beetroots -- anything they can get 
their paws on). Even captive born 
skunks are outlawed. Such a pity. 

“Bife,” by the way, is a contraction 
of “boy” plus “wife”, and very useful as 
an unofficial link between the implied 
equality of partners and the inferred in¬ 
equality of mates. I use it to mean that 
one is better at doing more of the 
housework than the other. 

Have you had an success with 
house-breaking the puppy? White 
vinegar is about the only solution to the 
accident of odor problems, but be sure 
not to use it until any solid accident is 
taken care of, because most dog and cat 
foods have dyes in them which the 
vinegar will set into carpeting. House¬ 
hold ammonia will work on carpets, but 
don’t use it on the wood floors — it stains

Now I can bake 
without checking the two thermometers 


It’s been so long 
since I had a trustworthy oven, I don’t 
think I can handle it. The scent of 
Bachelor’s Bait chocolate cake will fill 
the air...

Postcards: A Bit Of 
History 

One of the biggest Robbies around 
these days is collecting postcards. If you 
are one of those who are into postcard 
collecting, you are a deltiologist. 

Recently, in Baltimore, Md., the 
Sun newspapers featured a three page 
article in their magazine section on 
postcards, values, and collectors. One 
retail store in Manhattan called Untitled, 
159 Prince St., is the largest outlet 
featuring postcards and related items. 
The store is a postcard collector’s 
dream. By the end of May, 1975, NY 
City will feature the The First Postcard 
Show, held at Loeb’s Center (NYU). 
Atlantis Studios, in NYC, has the first 
boyhood postcards ever featured ex¬ 
clusively sold at Legend Gallery and 
may offer them in other cities as well, 
later in the year. Calendars seems to be 
into the postcard scene, because many 
included tear-out postcards for the 


month in 1975. Mr. & Mrs. Martin, 
Baltimore, have more than a half 
million postcards in their private 
collection and are considered one of the 
largest dealers in the field. What does all 
this mean? It means that postcards are a 
serious hobby and business. 

Interest in deltiology isn’t new, 
however, only recently has the pursuit 
attracted collectors in large numbers. 
Many old postcards, that were in 
supply, have virtually dried up and the 
value of them risen sharply. The hobby 
is acquiring an investment status. Some 
antique and stamp dealers run post¬ 
cards as a side line. Many worth only a 
dime five years ago are now going for 
$5.00 and up. 

The appeal of postcards have gone 
on for years. At the turn of the century 
when a postcard craze was sweeping 
America, virtually every little village had 
a card made of one of its attractions. In 
1873, the first USA penny postcard was 
born. Until 1907, no writing was 
alllowed on the back, except the 
address. However, in 1907, the divided 


back was introduced to the public. In 
their infancy, they were a cheap way of 
communication. Today, they are 
various prices and with postage fees 
going up, the postcard isn’t a cheap 
thing anymore. 

Postcards feature animals, child¬ 
ren, buildings, trains and just about 
everything. They tell a little bit of 
present and past history. You can 
mount them, frame them or paste them 
in albums. Like coin and stamp 
collecting, the postcard hobby is here to 
stay.

AND WHO WILL ANSWER... 

For many years now, I’ve been 
accused of leaving the house each 
morning with leash in hand in search of 
an underdog. Just where this 
Pygmalion-like passion for causes and 
often-hopeless cases (i.e. lovers) begins 
is beyond my recall but to my 
amusement if not to those around me, 
the wheel has come full circle. No one 
can spend time, money, and talents in 
behalf of a cause, charity or issue 
without eventually realizing that some of 
that effort has to be directed against 
the other pole: the blatantly arrogant, 
self-serving and egotistical community 
rip-offs. 

San Francisco isn’t likely to abolish 
or even prune the growing number of 
titles in the near future. Whether they 
are given recognition by the Imperial 
Courts or not, there are always going to 
be persons who will support mini-titles 
by running for office, or supporting 
candidates by buying tickets. It’s this 
fatalistic and frustrating realization that is 
causing more and more voices to be 
raised against absurd expenditures of 
personal and communal resources to 
bolster one man’s self-esteem, elevate 
his social conscience or pad his pockets. 
Let me say here that there are certainly 
some productive and beneficial offices 
from which certain dedicated and very 
together people have, are now, and will 
continue to make notable changes and 
contributions — Bob Cramer and the 
other Emperors come to mind as do out 
last three Empresses and for some 
reason, Lee Raymond, too, who has 
injected a kind of camp into his office 
that is matched only by his energies 
devoted to auctions and benefits. 

I don’t pretend to have even one 
workable solution or answer now, but I 
do have some questions - questions I 
hear every day. I’d like to share the 
vantage point of this space with others 
to question a few contentions pawned 
off on us by a breed of candidate we all 
know too well of late: 

ITS ALL FOR CHARITY AND

FUN, NOT TO WIN.” 

If it’s for charity (and they all 
aren’t), why do the candidates spend so 
much money on buttons, posters, 
















parties, etc. when that money could go 
to the foundation to which they’re 
supposedly so committed? A simple 
flyer, friends and a good reputation are 
surprisingly effective. 

If it’s all in fun and they’re so 
ambivilant about winning, why do the 
loudest protesters engage in the kind of 
destructive back-biting and gutter level 
tactics that would make a jackel wretch?

What significant titles, other than 
camp names or bestowed titles given in 
gratitude, have the likes of Dixon, 
Hector, Bob Ross, Dick Walters, Doug 
DeYoung, Charlotte, Dick Gersbach, 
George Banda and others? Kish never 
won a title per se but when his head is 
on straight, there is not a more 
entertaining and crowd-drawing per¬ 
sonality at shows or auctions or 
anywhere. 

Where is a candidate, supervisor, 
senator, researcher, law enforcement or 
media person more likely to court favor 
or seek opinions from responsible and 


truely representative gay thinkers and 
doers? The Mr. Cowboy Contest? 
Mr/Miss Gay California? They may be 
there to speak for themselves to their 
own purposes (election) but when they 
want to listen, you’re more likely to find 
them approaching S.I.R., Tavern 
Guild, Operation Concern or the 
Whitman-Radcliff Foundation. 

“TITLES AND THEIR CONTESTS 
BRING US TOGETHER FOR 
GOOD TIMES, CHARITABLE 
CAUSES AND SERVE AS A DRAW 
FOR PEOPLE TO ATTEND FUNC¬ 
TIONS THEY MIGHT NOT HAVE 
ORDINARILY ATTENDED.” 

Fist fights, boycotts, walk-outs and 
further splitting of an already divisive 
and diverse community are about as 
likely to bring us together as Nixon did. 

What the profits are and where 
they go is only grudgingly and then not 
always accurately disclosed.

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G>4 V FREEDOM 
DAY PARADE 

San Francisco’s fourth annual Gay Freedom Day Parade will 
march from the financial district to the Civic Center on Sunday, 
June 29 (See Map). The 1974 parade was selected as the city’s 
best by the S. F. Bay Guardian. 

Many organizations and businesses are sponsoring floats and 
marching units, but you need not be affiliated with any group in 
order to march. The committee urges all Gay men and women 
from throughout Northern California to join in the march. A 
large marching contingent will lead the parade. Marchers will 
assemble at noon on Pine between Montgomery and Sansome. 
Bring signs and banners if you like. 

The parade will begin at 12:30 promptly. Organized units 
should arrive earlier at the assembly time and place assigned to 
them by the parade committee. Monitors wearing lavender 
armbands will answer questions and facilitate parade 
formation. 

If you watch from the curb, get into the parade by following 
the “JOIN US” banner at the end of the line of march. This is a 
parade for all of us. When you arrive at City Hall, move to either 
side of Polk St. to watch the rest of us pass by.

If you are driving we advise you to park near 
the end of the parade route at Civic Center and 
take the Muni down Market St. to the Financial 
District. 
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souls even if it kills us. And it boiled 
down now to finding a way to ensure 
that that apparent winning vote stayed 
on our side and did not waiver in the 
face of undoubtedly vigorous op¬ 
position . 

As I sat there with all that whirring 
through my mind, with that utter 
revulsion at religious doctrine once 
again superceding governmental in¬ 
terest, I could not help worrying. We’d 
never gotten so close before and that 
final vote was not yet cast, nor would it 
be safe until it was. There was still the 
possibility that opposition could be 
effectively marshalled . andbrought to 
bear on the Lt. Governor to cause him 
to change his mind, as had been done 
before to snatch apparent victory into 
the jaws of defeat, to sway that last vote 
from an apparent ‘aye’ to a definite and 
final ‘nay.’ 

I think that thanks to Senator 
Milton Mark’s office I had advance 
knowledge of the Bill’s turn of fate; I 
was among the first to know what 
happened. The only others who could 
have known at that point would be 
those who also had some kind of 
contact in the Senate. It fell to me, then, 
to do SOMETHING to try to assure that 
that ‘yes’ vote was actually cast by the 
Lt. Governor; to try to sever the 
tentacles of religion that had not 
loosened their grip even though I had 
walked away from it some 17 years 
before; to try to strike a very personal 
blow against a tryanny that it is not 
enough to walk away from, for it will not 
leave one alone, even here, in this 
country, where such freedom is sup¬ 
posedly granted to all. 

The first move was to call the Lt. 
Governor’s office and place myself on 
the list of those, if any, urging a ‘yes’ 
vote. Then, what would become a four 
hour marathon as I began calling any 
and every one I could reach. For the 
first two hours, the message would be 
the same, over and over again until I 
began to sound like a tape recording 
even to myself: the Senate is tied 
20-20; Lt. Governor Dymally is on his 
way to vote; call his office to urge him to 
vote ‘yes’; then call ANY and EVERY 
one you can reach and get them to do 
the same. For two hours, over and over 
again, that same message delivered to 
anyone that could be reached. 

That began the most amazing 
afternoon in the annals of gay history. 
Gays traditionally keep a low profile, a 
low profile that allows the myths and 
horror stories to mount up and spread 
because there is no one to contradict 
those stories. So frightened of societal 


sanctions against us, there are — even 
today ~ few gays willing tj expose 
themselves; so frightened that they 
refuse to be associated with anything 
that even remotely smacks of ‘gay.’ 
Opponents of AB489 had played on 
that fear in a smear campaign that 
labeled AB489 the ‘queer’ bill, attemp¬ 
ting to destroy proponents through the 
fear that if they approved of The Bill, 
they would become suspect. In some 
cases, it worked, for there were indeed 
those who hesitated to affix their 
approval in wary circumspection that 
approval would somehow label them. 
There were friends, so frightened of 


exposure that they insisted on knowing 
the exact wording of The Bill to assure 
themselves that it did not mention 
‘homo-sex-uality’ (it does not) before 
they would approve. There were those, 
so paranoid of the police-state that they 
would not send a letter, or make a 
phone call, or sign a petition in FEAR, 
absolute, terrifying FEAR that some¬ 
how, somewhere, someone would get 
hold of it and trace it back to them with 
dire consequences to follow. Oppon- 
nents of AB489 had counted on that to 
help defeat The Bill. 

But it didn’t work this time. It

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hadn’t worked this time. This time there 
were too many Assemblymen and 
Senators, a Lt. Governor and a 
Governor who were not afraid that their 
masculinity or heterosexuality would be 
called into account if they opted for the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights rather 
than a continuation of the religious 
police state. This time, there were too 
many gays who took the plunge, who 
took the risk that their support just might 
be traced back to them, who took the 
chance to strike a blow for their own 
freedom. 

By 3:30 that Thursday afternoon, 
like a brush fire gathering momentum, I 
began to reach people who had already 
been called by others. About one out of 
every three had already heard and was 
passing the .word along. By 4:40 almost 
everyone I reached had heard from 
someone else. Word had spread and for 
the first time in at least the 13 years that 
I have been around, gays were listening 
hearing and, most amazingly of all, 
responding. And there was where the 
impact of AB489 was felt. 

As a practical matter, AB489 will 
little affect the sex life of the State of 
California, and in fact its effect after 
passage will be more on the order of 
* post-coital letdown than climax, for it 
was in the fight to get AB489 into law 
that it had the most impact on our lives. 
It was on a Thursday afternoon, May 1, 
1975, that AB489 did the most for 
gays, in providing a banner to which 
gays could rally, to which gays did rally, 
in the most enthusiastic, unanimous, 
spontaneous show of unity that has ever 
been seen among gays. 

By the time Lt. Governor Dymally 
cast his historic tie-breaking vote at 
about 8:15 p.m. on Thursday, May 1, 
1975, WE had CANCELLED OUT the 
compassionate Christians’ 3 - 1 opp¬ 
osition. By the time Lt. Governor 
Dymally sent AB489 squeaking through 
the Senate by ONE vote, we had 
knocked down an initial 3 -1 opposition

lead to a dead heat. A tie. ONE TO 
ONE. ODDS ON. EVEN MONEY. WE 
had finally shown that we are here and 
that we care and that we CAN do 
something about it. There was, in the 
end, only a difference of four votes 
between those demanding a ‘no’ vote 
and those urging a ‘yes’ vote. WE, 
GAYS, had spearheaded a campaign to 
cut off the opposition and we had 
succeeded. “We (had) met the 
enemy,” and if “they” were in the fact 
not “ours”, we at least were no longer to 
be theirs. 

But that was not to be the end of it. 
Within 24 hours after the Lt. Governor 
had cast his vote, the San Francisco 
Chronicle reported that the Governor 
had been swamped by a 185 - 1 
opposition to his signing AB489. Within 
36 hours, once again, gays had already 
started moving to counter that oppo¬ 
sition with letters, telegrams, phone 
calls, and petitions to the Governor 
urging him to sign AB489 and make it 
law. What the San Francisco Chronicle 
did not report is that WITHIN FIVE 
DAYS we had cut that oppositiort from 
185-1 down to 4V2 - 1 - a drop of 
181% -1. 

AB489 became law in spite of the 
pulput-pounders and smear campaign; 
in spite of the compassionate Christians 
and closet cases; in spite of the 
complacently uninvolved. AB489 be¬ 
came law that as a practical matter will 
little affect the sex life of California; a 
law that does not become effective for 
eight more months; law whose impact 
will hardly be noticed in January, 1976 
- the start of the American bicentennial 
celebration of the strike for freedom; 
law whose impact was felt by gays in the 
first 12 days of May than it ever will 
again.

Senator Marks’ office provided the Old 
North Church signal; Alexander 
Graham Bell provided the ‘horse’ and 
all up and down the state the call went 
out as Paul Reveres once again rode for 
freedom, rallying all who could be 
found and roused. 

Thursday. May 1, 1975 . 200 
years after that famous ride for freedom 
the call had once more again gone out 
and the response could not have been 
more gratifying in 1775 than it was in 
1975 as gays all over the largest State in 
the Union began to get it together, to 
ratify our own “Declaration of In¬ 
dependence” from tyranny and fear. 

The religious opposition to sexual 
freedom is already mounting a cam¬ 
paign to get AB489 repealed on the 
ballot for a general vote. H.L. 
Richardson, one of the leading op¬ 
ponents of freedom for anyone except 
H.L. Richardson, is on record as stating 
that he does not believe that Colif- 
ornians “like homosexuals.” That may 
very well be true, however, if Mr. 
Richardson’s personal likes and dislikes 
are to be the criteria for governing this 
State, we might just as well throw out 
the Constitution and operate on his 
suggested Hitleresque method, for 
there are undoubtedly Californians who 
do not “like” Blacks, Chicanos, Chinese 
and others within the State. Indeed, it is 
quite clear that Californians do not think 
too much of Mr. Richardson himself, 
since they decisevely declined to send 
him to the U.S. Senate as a rep¬ 
resentative of this State. 

Opposition is mounting a cam¬ 
paign to get the repeal of AB489 on the 
ballot and up to a general vote. But 
we’ve learned that we can meet that 
opposition and we will have a better 
chance for a decisive victory in the 
privacy and confidentiality of the secret 
ballot, where those who were afraid to 
speak out in the public forum of the 
Senate, can exercise their strength 
without that fear of reprisal. We will 
have a better chance in the privacy and 
confidentiality of the secret ballot than 
we had in the forum of open politics, for 
like The Colonists against the British, 
we have learned guerilla warefare and 
that is a decided advantage. 

How fitting it would be to celebrate 
Jhe American Bicentennial with another 
decided victory for individual liberties! 
1776- 1976
